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The New Secretary of the Mexico Agency 


R. H. T. MARROQUIN, a Mexican 

layman, an elder in the Presbyterian 
Church in Mexico City, was appointed by the 
Board of Managers of the American Bible So- 
ciety, on March 1, Agency Secretary for the 
Society’s work in the great republic which is 
“Our next-door neighbor.” This Agency was 
established in 1878, fifty years ago, though 
the Society had distributed many thousands 
of Scriptures in Mexico through voluntary 
workers for decades before the establishment 
mot the Agency.~ The 
Agents and _ Secre- 
taries of the Society 
in Mexico, before Mr. 
Marroquin, have been 
missionaries. He is 
the first national to 
- whom this responsible 
task ,has been in- 
_ trusted. 

A very wide circle 
of missionaries and 
Mexican leaders, pas- 
tors, and_ teachers 
urged his appoint- 
ment. 

The Society in- 
_ trusted the care of the 
' Agency to Mr. Mar- 

roquin, already in its 
service, after the 
resignation in the be- 
ginning of 1927 of the 
Rev. A. H. Mellen, 
the last American 
- Secretary in charge of 
the Mexico Agency. 
Mr. Marroquin is 
the son of a Mexican 
farmer and was born 
_in one of the northern 
states of Mexico. He obtained his education 
in the Presbyterian mission schools. He is of 
the third generation of Protestant Christians. 
While not ordained, he has worked as pastor 
of Mexican congregations in the state of Texas 
and there learned English, which he speaks and 
writes with ease. 

Mr. Marroquin is blessed with one of what

the Government of, India, calls ‘consoling 
wives.” She is a daughter of Mexican Protes- 
tantism and the mother of a lovely little family 
of five children. She enters heart and soul 
into his spiritual ambition and service. 

When Mr. Mellen, several years ago, looked 
around for an assistant in his office, his atten- 
tion was attracted to Mr. Marroquin, then in 
the service of the Y. M. C. A. Thus began 
Mr. Marroquin’s direct association with the 
work of the Bible Society. He proved a valu- 
able addition to the 
office force, and grad- 
ually widened his ac- 
tivities in a very help- 
ful way, being used by 
Mr. Mellen in connec- 
tion with the field 
work also. He showed 
especial interest and 
rendered special serv- 
ice in connection with 
colporteurs’ institutes 
for the training of 
colporteurs. In this 
and other ways he be- 
came intimately ac- 
quainted with all 
phases of the work of 
the Agency, and wide- 
ly acquainted with 
missionary activities 
and leaders, and 
Christian congrega- 
tions, in Mexico. 

In a letter under 
date of May 7, 1926, 
commenting on Mr. 
Marroquin, Mr. Mel- 
len wrote, “I have al- 
ways treated Marro- 
quin with the utmost 
frankness and confidence, and have al- 
ways found him to be cool and steady, and 
ever turning to his Bible for guidance and 
direction in all practical matters. I would 
stake everything I have on the assertion that 
he does not seek personal advancement with 
any unworthy motive, and that nothing would 
induce him te accept added responsibility, ex- 
cept that it may give him greater opportunity 
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to serve his country as a true servant of Jesus 
Christ. I want you to accept my statement 
that he has never in any way intimated any 
such change as I am now proposing, but be- 
cause I believe he has the ability and that he 
can be trusted to the limit, and that it will be 
better for the cause of Bible circulation here, 
that I am urging the experiment.” 

The Agency headquarters has been moved 
recently, at Mr. Marroquin’s initiative, into 
one of the prominent streets of Mexico City 
(No. 5 Gante), where a window display calls 
added attention to the Bible. There have been 
no government hindrances to Bible work, either 
in the capital or in any of the states of the 
republic, and Mr. Marroquin is persona grata 
in official circles, as is indicated by the report 
of the presentation of a Bible to President 
Calles in this issue. 

Mr. Marroquin is secretary of the National 


Monument to the Rev. 


HE illustration on the cover is notable in 
two ways. This handsome monument 
has been erected to the memory of the Rev. 
Francis G. and Mrs. Penzotti by contributions 
of Latin-American Christians. It speaks of 
the remarkable place they hold in the memory 
and gratitude of those for, and among whom, 
- they labored so many decades. The Rev. Paul 
Penzotti, their son and the present Secretary 
of the La Plata Agency, gives us the follow- 
ing facts: 
It is all of marble but a bronze bust of my father, 
twice the normal size, and a bronze tablet of Mother. 


It was erected in the Protestant cemetery, where they 
are buried. The cost was $4,500 Argentine currency. 
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Council of the Evangelical Churches of Mex- 
ico, and has the confidence of the leading mis- 
sionaries and pastors of the Protestant denom- 
inations, who urged his appointment. He was 
one of those suggested as a delegate to the 
Jerusalem Missionary Conference now in ses- 
sion. On the request of those in charge of 
this conference, the Board of Managers granted 
Mr. Marroquin a leave of absence, and he 
sailed last month for Jerusalem to represent 
the National Council of the Evangelical 
Churches of Mexico at this conference. 

The Mexico Agency enters into its second 
half century with a record of having circulated 
more than one million and a half volumes of 
Scripture. There is good reason to expect, 
under the devoted and energetic leadership of 
Mr. Marroquin, a continuation of valuable 
and effective service by the American Bible 
Society in the land of his birth and citizenship.

The money was subscribed by friends in the Methodist, 
Baptist, Waldensian, Union, and Brethren Churches, 
besides private donation. 

The monument was dedicated on Sunday, the 29th 
of May. All the denominations were represented. 
They all loved them. Reports say that seldom did 
they see such a large gathering of Christian people. 

The writing at the foot of the monument says: 
“The Evangelical Churches of the River Plate.” At 
the left is the following inscription: ‘“F. G. Penzotti: 
1851-1925. He was a disciple of Christ, whom he 
served faithfully for over forty years.” 


That such a handsome monument has been 
erected by the voluntary gifts of Christians is 
also an indication of the growth and prosper- 
ity of the evangelical community in Latin 
America.

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Fifty Years of Bible Translation 
and Circulation * 


By Eric M. North, Ph.D. 


OWARD that new Pentecost where every 

man shall be able to read the Bible in 
his own tongue, the last half century records 
striking progress. 

At the beginning of the period, some portion 
of the great source book of spiritual truth and 
life had been translated into 380 languages and 
dialects. In many of these only one or two 
books of the Bible had appeared; but in the 
following fifty years the whole Bible was 
printed in 42 of these languages, and the entire 
New Testament in an additional 24 of these 
languages. 

Not only have these languages been thus en- 
riched by the completion of the New Testa- 
ment or the whole Bible, but in these fifty 
years some part of the Bible has been trans- 
lated and printed in 470 additional languages 
and dialects in which no part of the 
Seriptures had previously been 
printed. In twenty-two of these, 
the whole Bible appeared, and in 
sixty-four more the New Testament. 

Among the languages in which 
the entire Bible appeared in com- 
plete form for the first time within 
these fifty years are Japanese, Ko- 
rean, nine Chinese dialects (each 
spoken by millions of people in that 
populous land), Modern Armenian, 
Ruthenian, six of the major lan- 
guages of the Philippines, Siamese, 
as well as many in the languages of 
Africa, of India, and of the islands 
of the sea. 

Several notable revisions or new 
translations have appeared in the 
fifty years. The revision of the 
Authorized Version of 1881 and 
1885, and the American Standard 
Revised Version of -1901, the 
“Union” version in Chinese, the 
Spanish Version Moderna, the Por- 
tuguese so-called “Brazilian” Ver- 
sion, are examples among many. 

The kingdom of Christ has been 
advanced by these fresh conquests 
of the world’s languages. But, 
translation and publication are not 
enough. The Book must be placed 
in the hands of the people. Figures

are not available for estimating the whole cir- 
culation of the Scriptures in the year 1877. In 
that year, however, the two great Bible Socie- 
ties—the British and Foreign Bible Society 
and the American Bible Society—issued a lit- 
tle over three and one-half million copies of 
Bibles, Testaments, and integral portions of 
the Bible. In 1927, the issues of these societies 
reached a total of over twenty million copies. 

These are great achievements; yet, how 
much, how much remains undone!

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Presenting President Calles with a Bible

OR months I had in my mind and 

in my heart the idea of giving a Bible 

to the President of Mexico, General Plutarco 
Elias Calles, on his birthday, September 25th. 

I arranged the interview with extraordinary 
ease; it was only a matter of a telegram after 
many private prayers. Everything was ready: 
the engraved flexible leather-bound Bible, its 
special dedication, an artistically engraved 
leather case made specially for the Bible, also 
a short speech, and even the committee formed 
by four ordained ministers, three young lady 
teachers, a young man, and myself. 

I sent a telegram on the 21st to the private 
secretary of the President, asking for an inter- 
view with the Chief Executive and stating the 
object of such an interview. On the next day 
I received a telegram message from President 
Calles telling me that I could come with the 
committee on Saturday, the 24th, at 11:40 a.m. 

The interview took place at the castle of 
Chapultepec, the presidential mansion. The 
President was most courteous, shaking hands 
with all the members of our special committee. 
Then and there reading the dedication which 
was written on the first white leaf of the Bible, 
I presented my short speech, saying: 

Dear Mr. President :— 

_This group of Evangelicals is highly honored in 
visiting you in the name of the Bible Agency of 
Mexico, which I humbly represent, on the occasion of 
your birthday, to present to you this book in proof 
of the admiration and sincere appreciation which you, 
as chief magistrate of the nation, deserve from us. 

The Sacred Scripture which I place in your hands 
today declares in its pages,—what the lives of many 
men and the history of many nations confirm,— 
that it “is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for 
correction, for instruction in righteousness: that the 
man of God may be perfect, thoroughly furnished unto 
all good works” (2 Tim. 3:16-17). 

This is the book that has been persecuted unto 
blood and fire during the ages; this is the book that 
has sustained the attacks of a thousand critics; both 
the. impassioned and the impartial; this is the book 
which has inspired the men and women who have 
excelled in science, in art, and in industry. In addi- 
tion to its being the oldest book, it is the only one 
which up until now has been translated into more than 
eight hundred languages and dialects, and continues to 
be translated into a new dialect every six weeks; it is 
the book which today is never out of the printing 
press, for there are printed annually more than thirty 
million copies (Bibles, Testaments and portions). 
This is the book which has constituted the foundation 
of true culture and civilization of the peoples of the 
earth. In a word, this is the Book of the Creator 
for the human creature, because in it there is revealed 
to us the divine will and is presented the sublime 
figure who is “The way, the ‘truth, and the life.” 


Those of us who have read and meditated some of 
the teachings of the Bible are convinced and satisfied 
that the faithful observance of them elevates man and 
helps him to be a good son in the family, a good 
husband, a good father, a good citizen—in a word, 
stimulates man to be a constructive element in the 
society in which he lives, just so far as this is hu- 
manly possible. In these pages we have learned to 
“render to Caesar the things that are Caesar’s, and 
to God the things that are God’s” (Mark 12:17), thus 
harmonizing the interests of the state and of the 
church. On an occasion similar to this, our President, 
whose life had such an untimely end, the apostle of 
democracy, Mr. Francisco I. Madero, said: “I hold the 
Bible in the highest esteem. One of my greatest 
efforts will be to work that my people may become so 
enlightened that they may understand the great prin- 
ciples of this book.” This is the conviction and this 
is the effort of the evangelical Mexican people; we 
long for the true redemption of our country. 

In closing, I will cite you, Mr. President, those 
memorable words which the God of nations spoke to 
Joshua, that famous general, successor of the great 
leader and legislator, Moses. He said unto him: 
“This book of the law shall not depart out of thy 
mouth; but thou shalt meditate therein day and night, 
that thou mayest observe to do according to all that 
is written therein; for then thou shalt make thy way 
prosperous, and then thou shalt have good success” 
(Joshua 1:8). Beyond a doubt, this book has always 
been and will always be the best and most faithful 
counselor of those who are in authority. 

We desire that the days or years which remain of 
life for you, Mr. President, may be days and years 
of prosperity and of happiness, worthy of the man 
who wants to do his duty and knows how to accom- 
plish it. 

We wish for you a happy birthday, and many such 
days, Mr. President! 


One of the ladies in the group handed the 
Bible in its case to the President. All the while 
I was speaking he was listening seemingly with 
great interest to all I said. When he received 
the book, he expressed himself very briefly but 
emphatically thus: “I am very grateful for 
your gift, which is very dear to me.” 

The interview did not last over seven or eight 
minutes. But it was a precious time, indeed 
every second well spent. We shook hands 
with him again with a more firm and significant 
grasp; we were closer together, at least we 
tried to make him feel that we were. I said 
to him as I shook hands with him to bid him 
good-by: “We are with you, Mr. President” ; 
and he answered with a smile on his face, 
“Many thanks.” We could tell that he was 
most favorably impressed with the object of 
our short visit to him. 

May God bless this copy of his written Word 
in the hands of our well-esteemed President of 
Mexico, General Plutarco Elias Calles.

WO new records were set in 1927. The 
issues of Bibles, Testaments, and por- 
tions, reported by the Agencies and correspond- 
ents of the Society, already total 10,033,491; 
and reports have not yet been received from 
all correspondents.

This is the first year when the issues have 
reached the total of 10,000,000. The year is 
also marked by the largest total of issues, in 
one year, from either the home field or the 
foreign, and this record of 5,755,251 volumes 
was made in the home field. The largest pre- 
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vious total was made the previous year by the 
Foreign Agencies, which issued 5,433,916. Is 
it not gratifying and encouraging to know that 
the call for volumes of the Scriptures continues 
to grow and to necessitate an increasing out- 
put ?

-REGRETTING its loss by the death of two 
faithful workers, the Society rejoices in the 
noble service they have rendered in the dis- 
tribution of the Word of God. The Central 
Agency, with headquarters at Cincinnati, has 
lost the services of the Rev. Myron A. Dean 
through an automobile accident on January 16, 
ifter thirteen years of service in circulating the 
Scriptures in Ohio. The Northwestern Agency, 
with headquarters at Chicago, in March lost 


the services of the Rev. E. W. Jennett, who 
opened the subdepository in Detroit some years 
ago and has been in charge ever since, in that 
important and polyglot center. 


A NEw use of an annuity has been made re- 
cently by a father in memory of his son, who 
was killed in the world war. His daughter is 
the immediate beneficiary, but the principal is 
to become a memorial to the son, the income 
to be used by the American Bible Society in 
the distribution of Scriptures.

ANNOUNCEMENT was made in these columns 
not many months ago of the first Scriptures 
in Luragoli, which had been issued by our So- 
i ciety. The Rev. E. J. Rees, member of the 
Friends’ Africa Mission in the Kenya Colony 
of British East Africa, now on furlough, sends 
us this word: 


You will be interested to know that I haye just had 
word of the arrival at our stations of the Gospels sent 
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back about September. The 2,000 copies cannot last 
long. So great was the demand that they were allotted 
to our five stations—1,000 to the two most important 
stations, and the other 1,000 to the three remaining 
stations. The two stations getting the 1,000 had sold 
out in less than three days. Many at one station had 
not yet had a chance to buy. Our Maragoli station 
should have had 1,000 for its share to meet the de- 
mand. At such a rate the 2,000 will be sold out long 
before the complete New Testament can reach them. 

There has been an unusual demand for Scriptures 
during the last three years. Our own little press has 
followed for years the policy of printing a weekly 
Scripture portion for free distribution. These were 
made the basis of each Sunday’s work. This policy 
has been, I think, responsible for the attitude of our 
people to the Bible. 


A NEw plan worthy of emulation is sug- 
gested in the following letter received by Mr. 
Porter of our South Atlantic Agency: 


One of the members of my congregation, a divi- 
sional official of the Southern Railway, came to me 
last Sunday morning after service, with the idea that 
he would place in each locomotive and each cab or 
baggage-car, filling regular runs on his division, an 
inexpensive New Testament. He will provide in each 
engine and cab a receptacle to hold the Testaments. 
Fifteen regular trains operate over his division, so he 
will need thirty copies. Enclosed please find check 
to pay for them.

MARCH MEETING OF THE BOARD 

HE eleventh stated meeting of the Board 

of Managers in its one hundred and 
twelfth year was held at the Bible House, 
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Astor Place, New York, on Thursday, March 
18 1928-at 330 20 clock p, sm, President E. 
Francis Hyde in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. (Dr... S. Inglis: 

The minutes of the tenth stated meeting of 
the Board of Managers were approved. 

The death of Mr. William H. Klenke on 
Sunday, February 26, was reported, and brief 
tributes were paid to him by President Hyde 
and Secretary Haven. The President was re- 
quested to appoint a committee to prepare a 
memorial minute. 

On behalf of the committee appointed for 
the purpose, General Secretary Haven read 
the following memorial minute on Dr. Talcott 
Williams, which was adopted by unanimous 
rising vote. 


Dr. Talcott Williams 


In the death of Dr. Talcott Williams, on January 
24, 1928, at his home 423 West 117th Street, New 
York City, the Society lost one of the most conspicu- 
ous members of its Board of Managers. 

Dr. Williams was a very unusual personality. All 
who knew him admired him and regarded him with a 
sort of enthusiasm which his gallant spirit evoked. 
He was a man of vast and varied learning, full of 
information on every conceivable subject that could 
interest man. He held all this learning, however, with 
such a gentleness of spirit and companionableness, 
imparting it not as an authority, but as a friend par- 
ticipating in a conversation with equals where there 
were few that were equals. 

On the Publication Committee of the Board he was 
interested in every question concerning new methods 
of reaching the great masses of the people of this 
country with the Bible, commenting on types and 
formats and bindings as if that was the one thing in 
which he was concerned. In the Committee on Ver- 
sions he knew something about almost every language 
that was under discussion, and about the questions con- 
nected with orthography, and language relationships 
and geographical uses of languages, and the innumer- 
able detail which comes into the purview of that com- 
mittee. And yet in it all he was as modest and simple 
minded in his judgments and fellowship as the hum- 
blest. He loved the work of the Society. In a letter 
from him dated April 11, 1927, he writes: 


“Thanks for your letter of April 8—I shall do all 
I can. Keep me, please, fully informed. I have, alas, 
not been very well, but my heart is in this work: 
and I know my sainted father, a missionary of 
arduous service of many years, looks upon me and 
aids by his prayers at the Mercy Seat. May we all 
do our full duty and be guided kata Oesv 
Dr. Williams was born at Abeih, Turkey, the son 
of a Congregational missionary, the Rev. Dr. William 
Frederick Williams, on July 20, 1849. He received 
his early education both in the Near East and in 
America. He was a graduate of Amherst with the 
bachelor of arts degree. The University of Pennsyl- 
vania made him an honorary master of arts. Both 
his alma mater and the Western Reserve College gave 
him the degree of doctor of humane letters. The 
University of Pennsylvania, Hobart College, and 
Western Reserve gave him the degree of doctor of 
laws. He was a contributor to the Encyclopedia 
Britannica, coeditor of the International Encyclope-

dia, the Encyclopedia Americana, and the Encyel 
pedia of Political Science. Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, tH 
owner of the New York World, created the Schoa 
of Journalism in connection with Columbia Univers } 
and Dr. Williams, then an associate editor of t 
Philadelphia Press, was chosen as the first. direct 
of the college. This was perhaps the crowning serv 
ice of his career. ’ 

Dr. Roscoe C. E. Brown, a colleague of Dr. Wi 
liams in the School of Journalism, and General Seq 
retary Haven were among those chosen by Mrs 
Williams as honorary pallbearers at his funeral a 
St. Paul’s Chapel, Columbia University, January 2¢ 
1928. His like will not soon again appear.
